Soon after the fire started the resi­ 


dents of that town, from whom a vol­ 


untary fin* department 
was 
drawn, 


realized that their means were inade­ 
quate to fight the flames. 
Mayor J. L. Babcock was commu­ 
nicated with over the telephone, and 
several minutes later the fire truck, 
with 
several 
firemen 
from 
engine 
house No. 2, together with Chief of 
Police John It. Burger, 
started 
for 
Smithton. 
n o v arrived there in time to pre­ 
vent the fire from doing any serious 
damage to nearby 
buildings, 
which 
had already caught fire. 
The principal loss was sustained by 
Dr. Parrish, who owned the barn in 
which the fire originated. 
The barn 
Was burned, together with fifty tons 
of hay and a quantity of other feed. 
The loss is about $600, partially cov­ 
ered by $200 insurance. 
The origin 
of the fire is unknown. 
While making tin* trip to Smithton 
the front right tire of the fire truck 
was torn off at a point one and one- 
half miles this side of Smithton.

1915; that the number

bakeries 
had

period; that the value of their pro­ 
ducts 127 per cent; capital invested 
160 per cent, while 
the

served increased only 20 per cent, 
were some of the things pointed out by 
the speaker, who predicted the an­ 
nual baking output 
of the 
United 


States would approximate $1,000,000,- 
000. 
“ The baker has too long been the 
football of unscrupulous and ignorant 
politicians, and the stalking horse for 
the food faddists,” said Mr. Burns, in 
asking for co-operation. 
“ W e need 
to co-operate for betterment, for im ­ 
provement in the quality of product.” 
In explaining the reasons for the 


high cost of bread, Mr. Burns said: 
“ W h ile it is true that much of the 


m achinery now used has reduced ma­ 
terially the amount of hand labor em­ 
ployed, it is equally true thai upkeep 
and depreciation on m achinery, short­ 
er hours, higher wages, better facili­ 
ties, which bakers have adopted, have 
absorbed nearly or quite all of the sav 
ing, so that the cost, exclusive of ma­ 
terial, of producing 
1,000 
loaves of 
bread, notwithstanding all 
our 
new 
machinery, is 
much greater 
today 
than it was IO or 20 years ago.” 
He gave 
statistics, 
showing 
the 
various increases in the raw m ater­ 
ials used in producing 
bread, 
since 
1914 and 
said that during all this 
time there has been an advance in the

tion-wide influence to aid in the so­ 
lution of m any of our problems.

Briefly, insects may be divided into 
two classes. One develops from the 
egg to the adult without any resting 
stage. 
Insects belonging to this class 
are said to have an incomplete change 
of form. The other class has a resting 
stage in its life-history, and insects 
belonging to this class are said to have 
a complete change of form 
In in­ 
complete change of form there are 
three stages in the life cycle of the 
insects.

It is necessary for the farm er to 
know the details, the life-history, of 
the insect he is trying to conquer in 
order that he may fight it intelligently 
Many insects are practically uncon­ 
trollable 
except 
for 
a 
very 
brief 
period or a short stage in theft* life- 
history. 
Take, for instance, the grasshopper. 
Of all the insect 
pests 
which 
are 
found in some sections of the West, 
this is the most destructive, for there 
it injures the most important indus­ 
tries— agriculture and stock-raising— 
by invading tho alfalfa fields. 
They usually do the greatest dam­ 
age to the second crop of alfalfa, for, 
though they hatch in spring from eggs 
laid the previous autumn, the young 
hoppers do very little apparent injury 
to the first crop. 
As soon as it is 
cuL however, they are deprived ol 
their abundant supply of green food 
The few leaves remaining are quickly 
destroyed, and with them every open 
ing bud and newly formed leaf. 
The 
second crop cannot make a start for 
the new growth Is eaten as fast as it 
appears. The injured fields sometimes 
look as bare and brown in midsummei
